The 
greater the public activity the greater Is 
the need for effort by the Individuals of 

the Society . 

There are three ways liy which we ran 

make money come: First by getting up 
entertainments, soliciting contributions, 
ami approprial 1 1 per cent, of the 

membership fee*. This is all well, bul we 
can hardly keep our arms stretoned out 
much longer. 

Secondly, by securing appropriations 
from the oounties sending their own In 
mates to the Home, as in the ease of the 

( 1 1 in home. This would lie het ter than Hie 
lii-.l plan, which entails thought and work 
and causes an\i. l\ and worry. Hut it. re- 

in open question whether we could 
gel the oounties' consent without, some 

i oinpulsiirv law 'enacted 1 >y the Legislature. 

Let us, however, see what can he done. 

Ily, by appropriations from the 

Mine. Being a state affair, the 

Home is oertainty entitled to state aid. 

It. is the only Institution Of its kind in 
the State, and in my opinion the Stale 
Hoard of Public Charities would favor our 
petition. But Wfl would rather make il 

self-supporting if practicable. Practicable? 
1 earnestly hope that some philanthropist 
will bless the Home with a generous en- 
dowment that will lusui lent income 
for the support, not only of the institution 
Itself, but also of a certain number of in- 
w im cannot pay board,

Might here do 1 wish to say a few words 
about annual meetings of this Society. 
Originally the Society held meetings every 
Later it was thought that, this 
was not often edbugb, so biennial meetings 
were deeided on. A nd st il 1 later on it was 

1 that annual meetings would beat 
advance the interests of the Society by 

ed ilea t i nc, the public as 1.0 the aims and in- 
terests of the deaf, and give the deaf them- 
selves in all parts of the SI ate a chance tu 
lake part in the work of promoting the 
welfare of the deaf, especially after the 

establishment of a Hoi fed and In- 

firm Deaf became the elu of the 

Society. 

» After several annual meetings had been 

held, it was seen thai less interest was 
taken in the meetings, especially among 
the deal who had been niosl enthusia 
( he support of the Society and in t he Home 
project. I'his resulted in a change, when, 

ai the fifteenth convention, held in Pitts- 
burg in 1900, it, was deeided to hold bicnual 
meet IngS in t lie flit ure. This change seem- 
ed to give sat is fact ion to the vast majority 

of the members of the Society, ami 
predicted that, more successful meetings 

would be the result.. This predict to] 

verified when two years later, the aouven- 
Philadelphin was attended by large 
delegations from Pittsburg, Johnt 

Allenlown. Lebanon, and other places. 

As l have said, the revised Charter of the 
. now, requires that "at each annual 
there shall be ehosen four Mana- 
gers." This seems to bi < return to 
the hoi in ual meetings which had 
been abandoned as being less beneficial to 
the Soeiely than biennial or triennial meet- 
ings Already indications p. iinl to a lack 
of interest and members plainly say that 

imot afford to attend meetings every 

This being the ptVM'tit situation, it would 
idvi able to devise soma plan by 

which the requirements of t he Charter may 
be fulfilled without calling a regulai 

v cut ion annua l\ with all its detail of e\ 

pense and labor. Would it not he well to 

arrange for " nice! itigs " in centers of large 
deaf population where a quorum (l."i> 
easily be obtained wit h tin ry offl- 

M Managers f This being 
all that is required by the Charter the 
meet ing could then adjourn, after (he 

transaction of such other business as might 
come before the Society, By this plan in 
snnal or triennal conventions could be 

arranged for with better results for the 

tiine, labor and expense involved in arran- 
gements tor the same. 
Were this convention to be held next year 

instead of this summer, the al tendance 
he larger than now, and then the 
deaf of Johnstown would feel better repaid 
lor their time, labor and money spent in 
making arrangements for the same.

nt, sod often she was eompi 
to beg la order to keep from Betas! 
starvation For the last four years 
she was employed by a peasant to 
herd cows, an occupation regarded 
around Brest as the most men ml 
for a woman. For m arly three de- 
cad had been praying fer- 
vently to be healed, but her suppli- 
cations remained unanswered until 
two weeks ago.

Baltimore, August 4. — About 
seventy-five of the members of the 
State Association of the Deaf were 
nt at the opening sessions of 
the third biennial convention of the 
organization yesterday, in the hall 
of the Baltimore Society of the 
Deaf, on Madison Street, near Cal- 
vert. Though the meetings were 
silent ones, they were full of life, 
and judging from the quick, re- 
sponsive smiles and the handclap- 
ping that followed the addresses, a 
general sprinkling of fun enlivened 
the debates. 

The opening session was held in 
the afternoon and the convention 
was called to order in the sign lang- 
uage by president A. C. Buxton, of 
Govanstown. In the absence, of the 
secretary, Mr. Henry P. Benson, 
Mr. E. C. Wyand, of Keedysville, 
a graduate of Gallaudet College, 
and now a teacher in the State 
school at Frederick, served in Mr- 
Benson's place. Miss Julia M. 
Young, of Frederick, one of the 
teachers in the school at Frederick, 
1 as interpreter. 
After the opening prayer, which 
was made by Rev. O. J. Whildin, 
'>f Ones Protestant Episcopal Mis- 
sion for the Deaf, Mr. Buxton 
made an address. Following this 
the reports of officer-sand commit- 
tees were presented ; and an add 
on " Tact and Common Sense" was 
made by Mr. E. C. Wyand, and a 
paper on "Character." prepared 
hy Frederick Tschiffely, was read 
by Miss Young. All of the addres- 
ses were delivered in the sign lan- 
guage, and for the benefit of those in 
the audience to whom that form of 
speech is unintelligible, while the 
addresses were being "signed" 
with vivid, rapid gestures the manu- 
scripts prepared hy the speakers 
rend by the interpreter. 
While Miss Young read the paper 
prepared by Mr. Tschiffely, who 
was prevented by business enga 
BMtttS from attending the meeting, 
. D. E. Moylan, of Eutaw 
St Mothodist Episcopal Deaf 
Mute Mission, interpreted the 
address in signs to the mem- 
bers of the association. 

Since the formation of the organ- 
ization, in 1802, Mr. Buxton said, 
the methods of teaching the deaf 
have been greatly improved and 
the standards of education have been 
raised so that the graduates of the 
schools for the deaf stand on a par 
with graduates of the public schools, 
SO far as fundamental knowledge 
is concerned. 

Mr. Buxton defender! the u 
the sign language and said that (be 
opinion that had gained credence in 
some quarters that it was injuri- 
ous to the intelligence of the deaf, 
is without foundation . The ges- 
ture language has been indorsed by 
every teacher of eminence, In 
and its beat evidences of efficiency 
are to be found In the attainments 
of the deaf-mutes who have profiled 
by it — chemists, lawyers, ministers ; 
in fact, men in every walk in life 
who have received their training 
through that medium rather than 
by vocal speech

He was sent there lor 
shooting with inlent Io kill, lie 
was a pupil hero in the eighties, 
and has a brolhei and sister who 
were also pupils here About two 
weeks ago he received a slight oui 
on one of his forefingers. Later 
tetanus (lockjaw) set in Therewete 
slight hopes for his recovery. How 
ever, I he prison physician has a 
serum for the disease, which he 
thinks will cure the man. The 
Dispaleh of Tuesday has the fol- 
lowing .incut the case :

found out he escaped punishment 
lie has been reported by guards lor 
refusing to talk on several oocs 

sious, and on other occasions been 
reported for talkiuu ill Hue When 
il is known thai Fox is a mute the 
absurdity of the reports will lie un- 
derstood. He is about 38 years of 
aye and has been one of the best 
prisoners behind the bars."

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A church service without 
a song, without a sound of any kind, 
a service of perfect stillness, was 
celebrated yesterday afternoon in 
the chapel ot Grace Church, coiner 
of Prospect and Bolivar Streets. 

Rev. Austin W. Mann was the 

officiating clergyman, and his con- 
gretMtioit was CompoVci entirety ot 

deaf mutes About ihirty people 
attended All of them were stone 
deaf, and only one or two had the 
power of speech. Before the 
service began, the congregation 
stood outside, conversing in a live- 
ly fashion by means of the deaf and 
dumb sign language. When the 
hour for the services to begin ar- 
rived, t he deaf-mutes Bled into the 
little chapel, which has beeu set 
apart especially for their use by 
the people of Grace Church. Rev. 
Mi. Mann, robbed in the surplice 
of an Episcopal clergyman, ascend- 
ed ihe pulpit, and the services be- 
gan. 

There was not another audience 
in the whole city, it may be safely 
said, which gave such undivided 
attention to the speaker us did 
tbose thirty deaf-mutes, who sat 
silent and motionless, watching 
with intense faces th« quickly mov- 
ing fingers, and the expressive 
countenance of the clergyman. 
Ihe usual ritual of the Episcopal 
Church was gone through with. 
Sintring, of course, was dispensed 
with. The silent congregation rose, 
knelt in prayer, and gave responses 
with perfect regularity. 

Tke text from watch Rev. Mr. 
Mann preached was, "Mary Sat at 
Jesus' Feet, and Heard the Word," 
Luke x:39. 

Rev. Mr. Mann, who is general 
missionary to deaf-mutes in the 
Central Western States, is one of 
the most remarkable men in the 
country. Although deprived of 
the power of hearing and speech, 
he has acquired an unusually good 
education. He has travelled exten- 
sively, and has done much for the 
hundreds of people, who, like him- 
self, can neither speak nor hear. 
He began missionary work among 
the deaf-mutes in Michigan, in the 
1878, He was then a teacher 
in the State Institution. He has 
established missions in all the large 
cities, and visits them regularly 
every five or six weeks. Mr. Maun 
can write backward, and upside 
down. He has learned this art, in 
order to facilitate conversations 
with people who do not understand 
his sign language. 

A Leader reporter interviewed 
Rev. Mr. Mann yesterday, shortly 
before the service began The 
clemyman was aaked questions in 
writing, ami replied through the 
same medium. He wrote upside 
down, that is, upside down from his 
standpoint. The reporter, who 
seated opposite, could read 
every word without turning the 
paper around, as would have been 
necessary, had Mi. Mann written 
in the ordinary way. 

"1 now work all over the Middle 
West," said, or rather wrote, Rev. 
Mr. Mann. "The people whom I 
shall address to day are all deaf, 
but not all dumb. The reason for 
i his is that some of them could hear 
long enough to letirn speech, whioh 
remained with them after they were 
afflicted with deafness This ser- 
vice which I am about to lead is 
called the evenin ■; i-ervice, and will 
be delivered entirely in the deaf- 
mute language. That is the only 
really universal language. It is 
understood in all tongues. I made 
two trips to Europe, one in 1894, 
another in 181)7 The last time I 
visited ten count lies. I traveled 
alone, and had no difficulty in mak- 
ing myself understood." 

Early this week Rev. Mr. Mann 
leaves for Johnstown, Pa , where 
he will act as chaplain of the State 
deaf-mute convention He will 
also attend the New York State 
convention at Rochester, on August 
nd 16. During his thirty-one 
years of missionary service, Rev. 
Mr Mann has attended eighty-one 
conventions and reunions of this 
character in the United State*, 
Canada, and Great Britain — dtSNK 
lunil . g.

ing the deaf of the country number

state Schools referred to represent 

an investment of 81 .'{,000,000, while 
the cost of annual maintenance arid 

support aggregates $$,000,000.
